My name is 
David Jackson. I'm an Assistant Attorney 
General.

Q. At some point in time while you were 
at the environmental crime unit, Lieutenant 



Atcheson was there?

Q. Did Lieutenant Atcheson have any 
direct responsibility to supervise you?

Q. Could you tell me when Lieutenant 
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Atcheson became responsible for your direct 
supervision? 

A. I think it was April, April or March 
of 2001. 

Q. And prior to April or March of 2001 
did you know Lieutenant Atcheson? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. So is it fair to say then as it 
relates to this lawsuit any of the allegations 
against Lieutenant Atcheson will begin sometime 
in March or April of 2001?

Are you saying my allegations or are 



you saying other people's allegations? 

Q. Yours. 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long was Sergeant White your 
supervisor? 

A. I think Sergeant White came once that 
Lieutenant -- I mean Sergeant Muslim became 
Lieutenant Muslim. And I want to say that's -- 
I want to say 2004 or 2003. I'm not for sure 
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exactly which one. 

Q. Prior to March or April of 2 001, did 
you have a performance evaluation? 
A. Yes, I did. 

Q . And who was the individual that 
evaluated your performance? 
A. Sergeant Muslim. 

Q. Do you recall what the rating was that 
Sergeant Muslim give you? 

MR. TEMPLE: At which point? 
MR. JACKSON: It's just a followup. 
MR. TEMPLE: What year? 
BY MR. JACKSON:

A. Do I remember what it was?

Q. How many evaluations if you recall did 
Sergeant Muslim complete for you prior to March 
or April of 2001?

Q. During any of those evaluation 
processes did Sergeant Muslim indicate to you 
that he had any problems with your performance? 

A. I think he wanted me to be more 
assertive, you know, more assertive as a person, 
that I can remember. 

Q. Do you recall why Sergeant Muslim told 
you that he wanted you to be more assertive? 

A. I guess -- I don't know. You have to 
ask him. I don't know. 

Q. My question was do you recall what he 
said to you about being more assertive? 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. Did he raise any other concerns about 
your performance? 

A. Not that I can remember, no. 

Q. Prior to April of 2 001, did you ever 
file a grievance or challenge any of the 
performance evaluations that you received?
